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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The drawing filed on 12 Sep 05 are approved by the examiner. 

2. Applicant's argument's with respect to claims 12 Sep 05 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 3 5 U. S . C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 8-13, 17, 19 and 21-24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yoshida et al., US 5,103,302. 

In considering claims 1 , 8- 1 3 , 1 7, 1 9 and 2 1 -24, 

Yoshida et al., as admitted by applicant discloses a projection system which includes 
three image projecting sources (Fig 11, 1R/G/B) onto a screen (abstract) wherein each lens 
assembly (2R/G/B, Fig 6) includes a plurality of lens elements (2R-1, 2R-2, 2R-3 and 2R-4) for 
power, aberration and field flattening. Yoshida also disclsoses a clapper (shading element) 4R 
which is mounted to aberration lens 2R-1 (Fig 6). Yoshida also discloses that the clapper does 
not occupy the entire area of the lens (Fig 7A/B, 9A/B, 10A/B/C, 12A/B, 14-18). 
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The applicant states the novel purpose of the pending application is to affix the at least 
one lens element to a shading element which has a shape and orientation on the lens element, 
without using the conventionally used (as done by Yoshida) plates. 

However, given the broadest interpretation Yoshida still anticipates the pending claims as 
recited above, since Yoshida 5 s plate (grating element) is affixed to the lens assembly (via 
aberration lens 2R-1, Fig 6), which is used to increase the color uniformity of the screen 
(includes edges and center). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-7, 14-16, 18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yoshida et al., US 5, 103,302. 

In considering claims 2-7, 18 and 20, 

Yoshida does not explicitly recite the above recited claimed features. However, these 
nomimal features are conventionally used and widely available to a designer/user whom wishes 
to implement these desired choices into a particular design/system. Thus the examiner takes 
"OFFICIAL NOTICE" regarding such elements. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify Yoshida which discloses a three lens projection system for a CRT which 
increases the color reproduction of each lens, by utilizing conventional lens elements (i.e. 
opaque, translucent etc. . .) based upon the needs/desirability of the system. 

In considering claims 14-16, 

Yoshida does not explicitly recite the nominal features of alignment of the lens. 

However, the alignment of a lens in a projection system is notoriously well known in 
order to provide a accurate reproduction of image data onto a screen. Thus the examiner takes 
"OFFICIAL NOTICE" regarding such alignment. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify Yoshida which disclose a three lens projection system for a CRT which 
increases the color reproduction of each lens, by aligning each lens in the system as done 
conventionally in order to accurately reproduce the input image data for viewing.
